Newsline for the Blind is a subscription service administered by the National Federation of the Blind (NFB)
known as NFB-NEWSLINE. The service provides toll-free daily access to newspapers and magazines
over the telephone.

Blind and visually impaired individuals have access over the telephone to the following:

e More than 320 daily newspapers including the Burlington Hawkeye, Cedar Rapids Gazette, Des
Moines Register, lowa City Press Citizen, lowa Shopping Cart, Mason City Globe-Gazette, Quad City
Times, Sioux City Journal, and Waterloo Courier.

lowa Radio Reading Information Service (IRIS)

The lowa Radio Reading Information Service (IRIS) is a free news and information service that
broadcasts 24 hours a day, every day of the year to thousands of listeners throughout lowa. Each day,
volunteers in seven locations across the State read aloud from local newspapers.
